Tarn the beel over frequently in the
oil and bo wure it wlande in n eool
place.

At the end of the oil bath take the
steali ont nud lay it on & meal board,
Take a heavy ment knife and with the
baek of the blade strike the beef tho
entiro longth in light forrows noross
those, eo the cntire surlace of the
meat is in small oheoks. Tarn the
beel over and repeat tho process of
eorrngating on the other mide. Then
Iny the steak on & broiler and broil
quickly over a hot eoal fire or nudor a
hot ghs broiler flame, Sprinklo salt
un each side ae it browns, —New York
Journal,

CLEANTNG WINDOWS,
Every praction] housekeoper sosms
to have o different method of clenning
windowe, whioh sho considers superior

‘to any plan adherad to by naighboras

and friewds. But alier o single trial
of this method, it is donbifal if one
will oare to make n change, no matler
bow ealisfactory wore the operations
applied in the past,

ava ready s muslin bag full of
whiting, and two wash loathers, Dust
the gloss thickly with the whiting,
then rabit off thoroughly with s damp,
not “wet, leather or chamois, wnd
finally polish it well with n clean dry
oune. Thisis the mothod pursned by
workmen when cleaning the windowa
of a new house, and gives n polish un.
known to the glnss washed in the or-
dinary way.

Anothor exoollent method of giving
brillinney to glass, is to danipen rag
slightly with rpirits of wine, rub the
glass well with thix, and then polish as
before with a cloan, dry lanther,
Nowspapers are ndmirable ns polishers
for window panes when tho_leather or
ohamojs is nuob convenient, or for any
othet glass, save that used for food or
beverages. 'The newspaper should b
orushed and softened in the hands
before using, nud tha printer's ink is
sald to wid in giving the brilliant
polish go quickiy obtained.

It is important that no sonp should
be used on the windowsif they nrs to
be lapt bright and shining. If they
have become dull or preasy looking,
beonnse of improper cleaming in the
past, nad the powdered whiting does
not seeta to give the desired effoot at
first, simply wash them with a little
warm water and dilnted ammonia, and
then polish (after thorough rinsing)
with the chamois or orumpled news-
pAper.

1t is aleo nevessary to have the
[rames and all the woodwork about
the windows perfectly elean before
beginning to clean the glats; and if
convenient choose a dull day for the
window clenning, or ot least u time
when the sun is not shining on the
gluse,

DOS'T NE WASTHPUL,

Don't throw awasy the smasl quantity
of swoet potato or winter squash that
is left from dinner, for o very little
of gither will mnke a nicc pie, if pro-
pared in tlo same manner as pump-
kin.

Don't throw awsy the dingy lsmap
burners that seem to have outlived
their nesfulness; but boil thewm in
plenty of water with n quart or two of
potato parings, and they will be as
good as new,

Don't throw awny the yonst when it
bagins to sonr; instesd ndd two tea-
spoonfuls of sugar to each ocnp of the
yenst, and let it stand awhile before
nsing.

Don't throw away soiled and mussed
ribbons noless they sro mueh worn,
There sro many preparations for
cleausing theso fakries that are not
washnble, or they may bo dyed; and,
nlthough they will not be like new,
they will prove satisfastory for many
purposes,

Don't throw away grease of any sort,
besides the drippings that can be used
for frying purposoes ; put the secming-
Iy uscless grease iuto a pail, and when
nearly foil udd sowe water and & ponnd
of potash, sud ouly a little boiling
will be required to mske it into nico
soap.

Don't throw awsy old rog osrpet
until it has been examined. It will
usually be fouud that the warp is worn
out, but that the rags sre still good,
It will be fun for the little ones to
ravel the old carpet and wind the rags
ito skeins. Then wash them, color
thom if nooessury, uwnd when they nre
dry wind them and they will be resdy
bo serve in suotber kitshen carpet ; for
the rages will usunlly wear twice as
long as the warp,

Don't throw sway the sult bags after
cmplying, or taks the trouble to rip
und sew several together for dish
oloths, as often recommended. Bimply
leavo them as they are nutil they have
been used oneo for the small steamed
ludisn puddings ; snd alter serving as
puddiog bags thoy mey serve as dish
cloths,
